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Arbitration Conference 


HERE is an old scholastic maxim that states, ‘Define your 

terms and argument ceases.’ At last in the all-industry 

arbitration conference to be held in New York in April, 

spokesmen for five exhibitor organizations and representa- 
tives of the distributors will have an opportunity to define 
exactly what they each mean by an arbitration system. Whether 
the extensive exchange of views will result in complete agree- 
ment on terms, thereby ending the argument, may not be 
predicted at this point. 

For what has been done thus far there is credit for ali. Con- 
structive steps were taken by both the Theatre Owners of 
America and Allied States Association in drafting and sub- 
mitting to the film companies proposals on industry-wide 
arbitration. Also commendable was the procedure adopted by 
Mr. Eric Johnston, president of the Motion Picture Association, 
in inviting each of the five exhibitor organizations to appoint 
two delegates plus counsel to represent them at a meeting. 

At the same time it was announced that all the distributors 
would be represented by a four-man committee headed by 
Mr. William F. Rodgers. The decision to make the conference 
a working group rather than a big general meeting was a 
wise one. As it is, exhibitor delegates and counsel will number 
about fifteen and on the distributors side of the table there 
will be about half that number. If the group were much larger 
there might be present a tendency to get away from the 
agenda. The delegates selected now or to be named shortly 
are of such a calibre that fair and forceful representation of 
every point of view is assured. 


meeting is the designation of Mr. Rodgers to be chief 

spokesman for the companies. His experience in distribu- 
tion and zeal for promoting harmonious relations within the 
industry are unequalled. The fact that he is highly regarded 
in exhibition as well as distribution again was manifested this 
week when there was general sentiment in favor of naming 
him president of COMPO, a post he unfortunately had to 
decline for reasons of health. 

From the distributors’ point of view one chief benefit from 
a proper arbitration system might be a decline in the number 
of anti-trust suits filed by exhibitors. On the other hand many 
exhibitors see in arbitration the only practical means for the 
relatively speedy adjustment of trade disputes. Most people 
believe that industry harmony and public relations could not 
help but be improved by any peaceful settlement of disputed 
issues. Further, the release of valuable man hours in exhibition 
and distribution now spent on litigation might well be given to 
renewed exploitation activities. 

No newspaper story of an exhibitor-distributor law suit ever 
increased attendance at the box office. 

More than anything else it is to be hoped that in the begin- 
ning the conferees will stick to basic principles. Once agree- 
ment is reached on them the matter of handling the details 
might be tedious but would be a job that could be accom- 
plished. Let there not be too much initial consideration of de- 
tails of a system. First of all there must be a full meeting of 
the minds on whether arbitration is desirable and practical, 


Prresins the happiest omen for success of the arbitration 
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then there must be agreement on what general subjects may be 
arbitrated. Only then would it be appropriate to get into 
details of the system such as number and kind of awards, 
appeals and costs. 


| | ina the courts, whose structure is fixed by statute, the 


industry can set up any kind of an arbitration system 

desired. Fundamentally all that is needed is an agree- 
ment on the subject to be arbitrated, the arbitrator or arbi- 
trators and an undertaking to be bound by the award. Arbitra- 
tion is a substitute in certain cases for the whole court struc- 
ture. It cannot be considered as some kind of a junior court. 
This means neither party to an arbitration is entitled to go to 
court if he does not like the arbitration decision. Sometimes 
arbitration is confused with mediation. They are separate and 
distinct. You can mediate a particular dispute before you 
arbitrate but not the other way around. Mediation or con- 
ciliation merely is a method of attempting, on a voluntary 
basis, to get parties to a dispute to reach a settlement. In 
arbitration the arbitrators make a binding decision on the 
merits of the case, as it seems to them. An arbitrator is not 
permitted to attempt to serve as a mediator or a conciliator. 

The exhibitor and distributor delegates to the arbitration 
conference bear a heavy weight of responsibility. It is not idle 
to assert that this may well be the last good chance for the 
industry to set about ‘mending its own fences." Generally 
speaking the results achieved in long and expensive litigation 
have been far from satisfactory as far as the economic life 
of the industry as a whole is concerned. 

United industry good wishes for success of the conference 
go to each delegate. It is certain that a sincere effort will be 
made to deal with the complex and competitive issues involved.

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Developments and trends that shape 
the motion picture industry's future. 


> The distributors’ call for an 
arbitration meeting with exhibitors 
and the almost spontaneous feeling 
throughout the industry that the 
difficulty in picking a president may 
weaken COMPO, indicates a gen- 
eral anxiety to encourage unity and 
avoid friction. Above all this, Wil- 
liam F. Rodgers, in being named to 
guide the delicate arbitration talks, 
stands out as the industry’s “elder 
statesman,” 


>» The sending by Eric Johnston to 
the Justice Department of the invi- 
tation to the arbitration talks, means 
nothing officially except to indicate 
that the industry will do nothing 
that will not fit in with the letter 
and spirit of the Supreme Court's 
anti-trust opinion. 


> Announcement of the new War- 
nerColor brings one step further the 
realization of a complete change- 
over from black-and-white to color 
films. With more and better color 
processes available to compete with 
Technicolor, the studios will heed 
the urgings of exhibitors for color 
pictures which have a potentially 
greater draw at the box office. De- 
velopment of processes that can be 
controlled at the individual studio 
is an important factor in the spread- 
ing use of color, 


> There is little indication that the 
move of some months back, to levy 
a local tax on theatre admissions in 
New York City, will be put into 
effect. Additional revenue to fill the 
depleted city coffers will come from 
imposts on other merchandise like 
automobiles, according to present 
plans. 


> Plans to dub a limited number 
of Italian films are likely to run 
into considerable difficulties, While

studios in the U. S. equipped to do 
a completely and technically per- 
fect dubbing job. The main difficulty 
is getting a suitable script and dub- 
bing costs too are considerable. 
Where dubbing an American film in 
Europe pays off in vastly increased 
returns, dubbing a foreign picture 
for the U. S. market may represent 
a hazardous financial proposition. 
The few dubbed films released here 
so far—with one or two exceptions 
—have not done very well. Art 
theatre audiences prefer subtitled 
versions, and the regular houses are 
handicapped by the lack of marquee 
names in dubbed imports. 


> There appears reasonable doubt 
that the “Pinky” case will be decided 
by the U. S. Supreme Court before 
the tribunal recesses for the summer 
at the end of June. There is no ques- 
tion, however, that the Court will 
indicate before then whether or not 
it has jurisdiction over the case and 
whether it plans to review the lower 
court’s decision. Industry lawyers 
are doubtful that the Court will rule 
on the “Miracle” case on a suffi- 
ciently broad basis to establish that 
films are protected under the First 
Amendment. 


> Exhibitors have good reason to 
worry about the summer product 
situation. Although for the past sev- 
eral years the major companies have 
continued to release important pic- 
tures even during the hot months, 
they may be more reluctant to do so 
this year—and particularly during 
July—on account of the intensity of 
political campaigning and the Chi- 
cago conventions which will get un- 
precedented TV coverage by the 
television networks. 


> More and bigger musicals, and a 
publicity-whetted audience appetite 
for them, may be set down as 1952- 
53 certainties in view of the Acad- 
emy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences 1951 awards.

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ARBITRATION GOAL IS IN 
SIGHT, JOHNSTON CALLS 
ALL-INDUSTRY MEETING 


UNITED INDUSTRY action on the two most vital problems of the day—trade practices 
and public relations—talked about, dreamed about, discussed, debated and actively 
sought during the last fifteen years, moved into the news with a splash this week. Ar- 
bitration, believed by many to be the only answer to the flood of trade practice litigation 
which has engulfed exhibitors and distributors alike, moved a step closer to realization 
when Eric Johnston, spurred by the Theatre Owners of America and Allied States, called 
for a conference of all interested parties to be held within a month. 


On public relations, the 


icture was more confused. William F. Rodgers, sought 


last week as president of the Council of Motion Picture Organizations, refused the 
post for reasons of health. He had already consented to head the arbitration committee 
set up by Mr. Johnston. (See page 14)

Announcement of Conference 
Followed Snaper Remarks 


Mr. Johnston’s letter came a few days 
after Wilbur Snaper, Allied president, 
soundly denounced the distributors for what 
he alleged were delaying tactics. He had 
warned at the time that if the all- 
industry conference were not called in the 


same 


near future, the courts would be inundated 
anew with a flood of intra-industry litiga- 
tion. 

Mr. Johnston's letter said the invitation 
was in response to requests by Allied and 
TOA “to discuss their respective proposals 
for arbitration,” and added that Columbia, 
Loew’s, Inc., Monogram, Paramount, RKO 
Radio Pictures, Republic, Twentieth Cen- 
tury-Fox, United Artists, Universal, and 
Warner Bros., had asked him to invite the 
exhibitors to a conference. 

“The purpose is,” Mr, Johnston said, “‘to 
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explore thoroughly the subject of arbitra- 
tion and conciliation of disputes . . . includ 
ing discussion of proposals heretofore ad- 
vanced by exhibitor organizations.” 

The letter proposed that each exhibitor 
organization was to be represented by two 
delegates and counsel. The respective plans 
by TOA and Allied, the former calling for 
a $25,000-per-year arbitration chief ap 
pointed by the U. S. Secretary of Commerce, 
were submitted to the distributors 
weeks ago. 

Following are the highlights of the Allied 
arbitration plan as approved at the Wash- 
ington board meeting in February: the docu-

ment is a first draft, more details to come 
after study by distributors; the plan must be 
voluntary and approved by the Justice De- 
partment and the court; distributors to con- 
tact other exhibitor groups (this has been 
done) ; arbitration should cover rentals, bid- 
ding and runs, forcing of pictures, contract 
rights and—if the distributor wants—dam- 
ages; and setup must be simple, probably 
with a new three-man panel in each case. 

Highlights of the TOA plan are: a na- 


tional administrator, with a salary not to ex- 
ceed $25,000 annually; regional arbitrators, 
one picked by the complainant, a second by 
the distributor and exhibitor defendants, a 
third by the administrator; matters pertain- 
ing to clearance, runs, bidding, etc., shall 
be arbitrable; and other pertinent points in- 
cluded details of hearings, naming of arbi- 
trators, procedure, defaults and withdrawals, 
awards, and so forth.

Police in Rochester, N. Y., have declared 
that Bingo, as played at the Strand theatre 
there, is illegal and have arrested James 
John Hayes, Jr., Strand manager, on a lot- 
tery charge.

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Says Films 
Marm U.S. in 
Far East 


WASHINGTON: A top State Department 
official has told Congress that “a fairly 
substantial number” of Hollywood-produced 
features harm the U. S. when shown over- 
seas “to people who do not have the back- 
ground for understanding them.” 

The criticism came from Herbert T. Ed- 
wards, chiet of the Department's Motion 
Picture Division, during testimony before a 
House Appropriations Subcommittee on the 
Division’s request for funds for the 1952- 
53 fiscal year, The Division is asking 
$10,600,000 for its regular non-theatrical 
distribution program during that year, plus 
inother $4,658,000 for special feature-length 
films for showing in theatres in the Near, 
Middle and Far East. During the current 
fiscal year, the Division received $10,- 
225,230 


Cites Communist Activity 


The subject of Hollywood films came up 
during Mr. Edwards’ presentation for the 
money for the special films for theatrical 
distribution to native audiences in the Near, 
Middle and Far East. He said the Com- 
munists were putting into these areas more 
than 200 “feature length, highly dramatic 
motion pictures,” building up the Com- 
munist way of life and attacking the West 
ern powers. These films “are reaching mil- 
lions and millions of people in the theatres 
of Asia and are having a profound effect,” 
Mr. Edwards declared, adding the Depart- 
ment felt it could not let this program go 
unchallenged, and therefore proposed tc 
make about 18 dramatic features of its own, 
designed for theatrical distribution to the 
same persons who are now seeing the Com- 
munist films. 

The films, averaging about six reels each, 
would be pre xluced in five or more locations 
from Cairo to Tokyo. They would be han- 
dled entirely on contract, and would prob- 
ably involve some local capital investment, 
Mr. Edwards said. 

Chairman John J. Rooney (D., N. Y.) 
asked whether commercial companies weren't 
sending pictures into these regions in native 
languages. Mr, Edwards replied they were, 
but that these films were primarily about 
things that have happened in the U. S., and 
that the U. S. companies have rarely gone 
to a country like Thailand and produced a 
film there to show the old culture is actually 
best and can be preserved and the country 
still can be developed with American aid. 
This is what the State Department plans to 
do, he said. 


Says Many Are Excellent 


Mr. Rooney then asked what was the na- 
tive reaction to Hollywood films. Mr. 
Edwards said “American feature films are 
very popular all over the world,” but under 
further questioning, admitted “there is a 
considerable amount of evidence from the 
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field” that many of them harm the U. S 
He said he had in mind “pictures that show 
members of the Congress as corrupt individ 
uals who are subject to bribes . . . pictures 
that show the American press as venal.” 

Mr. Edwards emphasized that “there are 
many very, very excellent pictures made by 
the Hollywood industry that go abroad and 
do us great credit and a great deal of good 
I do not want the record to state that be 
cause of these relatively few pictures that 
[ have mentioned, that do us harm, that 
there are not also many pictures that do us 
a great deal of good.” 

Under critical questioning from M1 
Rooney and other committee members, Mr. 
Edwards defended State Department par- 


ticipation in international film festivals. The 


subcommittee also indicated in all its ques 
tioning a considerable doubt about the qual 
ity of the division’s films 


Zanuck Defends Right to 
Discharge Employees 


HOLLYWOOD; Darryl F. Zanuck, Twen
